At this tia®, th e hrajs Coassad was not organized and, there-v 
fore, it did not take part in this early slaughter. The 
J&na who were shot during this ties were only those who oould 
not be used for important 0 erase war work. Tbs Ghetto in 
Riga was watched by one Oersan and one Latvian guard. The 
Latvian guard was voluntary. (Subject does not know tbo 
cooes of the leaders or of this others who oarrled oa tae 
guard duties aervloe in the Ghetto!. He has never bad any 
ooaaooblca with the Ohetto and tbs only thing he known about 
* 'tbd clrouastaneee there in that tbo yews only got half -a 
ration of food end othor goods.) ’ 

Tbs slaughter in ftoveafeer. 1941, lasted only for 
three nights, then it sensed until So edaber at which tins, 
probably 12 to 19,000 yawn worn again anrderod. In thin 
way it continued with shorter or longer pauses during the 
tiae Subject lived in Riga, A number of yaws in tbo Ghetto 
euooosded in escaping, espee lolly yews who bad coney. The 
Subject, personally helped a 2 nr h« knew before tbo tar who 
hod been very helpful to bin during hie studying and schooling 
tine in Riga when Subject bed hod little noney.

Before the Gtaet%^«-was established, the former two lived first 
at Rigasohe strand 17, Llnle 6, and later at Yllandeaatresse 
18-8. 

Early in 1942, Arajs appeared with his so -call id "Ica- 
aaado", xbou t^ARAjg^ subjeot only knows that he was a dor- 
poral in the former Latvian Army and about 28-30 years old, * 
3* does not know how big ARAJS* eomnaad was but ho Is sure 
that It wasn't more than a thousand men. Be does not know 
the naree of any of the leaders or other members of liilB* 
command beoause 3ubjeak,.waa. arrested by thf paramos alremSy 
.on the first of 1941, and, therefore, could see 

' the Command in its full bloom. The organization oomalated 
principally of Riga gutter-snipes. During this first period, 
the former Latvian Army uniforms nlth ^ * rab a»3 with jii* 

skull on it and the inscription SIPO, were used. Latcftfthey 
wore German 3D uniforms and were oquiped with plstola^.- j^^ my 
regularly took pert in all the shootings of the ifcoso 

hy thaCoraane. 

Jlbout the German SIPO in Rigs, 3ubJeofc oan give tto 
Information of interest. Be only knows that the loader was 
Sturabanafuhrer LARGE. In addition, be knew three names from 
S3 and Polizeigeriobt Riga — namely, 8S3SBMSB undaraOkelses- 
ledoren Sturobannfubrer HXOT23, Qeriohtaprokuror (?) 
3tur&ahannfuhrer R3IPKRT3 and Oerlohtsprokuror Lentnant (SOROS. 

During the Russian occupation of Latvia, patriotio 
Latvians had gatherings during the nlghta of dean social 
art. They sang the Latvian national hymn, dieoueeed the 
terrors of the occupying powers and Latvia&j poasib&itles for 
beooming once again fsee. The Aeetlngs were held aeoretly 
and the ambers of the groups were arrested and deported or 
shot by the Russians when they were dlaoovered. 

Afterwards, as the Germans' terror against ths Latvian 
people increased, it was mors and a ore clear to the people 
that the German "liberation' was merely a farce and that 
the oiroumstanoes ware as horrible as during the German 
occupation. Therefore, the patriot groups oamo to Ufa 
onoe again end^are the objeot of a sharp perseofcaution 
from the OeraaBF. Bow the patriots' hopes for libsratlon 
were with the Americans and British, The entire organisation 
was named *Tautas Bala" (People's Toloe) end during the 
last gold period before Subject was arrested, the Tautas Bala 
prepared sabotage agalnot German troop transports end 
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During this first period , the Osmans only pursued 
thou© persons in Latvia who bad worked with the Russians, 

A great many young Latvian hoys enlisted for war servlae on the 
Oorssan side voluntarily. After this 3-aonth period, there 
was a gradual debasing of the amount of food end goods be- 
cause the Oernans took sore and sore for their own use. A 
very strlot rationing of good and food was instituted. The 
Oerman put their own people In all leading positions within 
Latvian cotDaerolal£ Industrial life and in the offioial adminis- 
tration of the country. After seas months (Subjeot does not 
reoeaber, esaotly wheh) there was set up, for exraple, a 
Goman Relehskoomissar, a Oeaeralkoaotlsaar and a Goblets- 
koaniaare. Edicts were given and prohibitions of different 
kinds. The arrests inoreased afterwards and a great nuaher of 
Latvians were arrested apparently without reason. At the 
beginning of March, 1942, the Qeraeus arranged ordinary 
eobllizatiori of boys born between 1920 and 1924. The moblllzo- 
tlon was published in all Latvian newspapers and failure to 
eoaply would, aooordlng to the publishing, be very severe pun- 
ishment. hen the beys net for registering, they had to sign 
a paper &hn£ stating that they enlisted voluntarily. In thie 
way. Subject's brother happened to Join the Oernans in ths 
war. 

The Jewsish persecutions inoreased and reooh, as 
for as Subject knows, their first olioax in Bovaaber-Dooesber, 
1941. when thousands of Jens were arrested and put into con- 
centration camps end shot in the woods at Salaspils and 
Bikornleku, 18 kilometer* west and about IS kiloaeters east 
of Riga respectively. At this tine the Ohotto was established. 
Subject, h las elf, was witness to the oxeouMhnn of 8-? ,00C 
Jose at Salaspils lsto in Rovember, 1941. Subject then went 
out to the execution place in his own ear to see how it we*, 
oarried on (At thin tine, Subjeot was anployed at ths Latvian 
Harbor Polios). The Jews oane earahlng in long oolumna and 
Subjeot did not sse any that were younger than 10 years among 
thes. He sow a number of pregnant woaan in the ooluaat. Those 
whgbers not able to follow the ooluon because of elsknees er 
old ago nmmaaaxaMaxkaa^aLlteaa^a were shot on the reed. 

About COO net ora frea the execution spot, the ooagundMS in® 
halt was given and the Jews were led further In grasps of 
30 to 50. At thSUaxecution spot, several chests were placed 
for shoes, underolc thing, and other clothes, for Jewelry and
